IV. HOW TO GST FIELD WORK STARTED 


When you are thoroughly faniliar with the instructions and forms to be used, 
you are ready to start the field work. Study the county map and the re- 
interview sheet to get an idea of the amount of work to be done in various 
‘parts of the county, before planning your route of travel. A new segment 
will usually require much more time than an old segment, since it is 
necessary to identify the farms in the new segments, while in the old seg- 
ments this work has already been done, and you can proceed directly to the 
farms to be interviewed. 


Ve WORK TO BE DONE IN THE OLD SEGMENTS 


In the old segments only part of the farms having headquarters inside the 
segments are sample farms for this survey, namely, those listed on Form e, 
"Re -interview Sheet", These farms were interviewed in april 1948 and are 
a be re-interviewed in September. The basis for their selection in this 
survey is that in April they reported some hired labor used during 197.6 
Many or the farms listed for re-interview will have no hired labor to re- 
port for the survey week but all of them are sample farms and should be 
interviewed. Farms in the old segments which are not listed on the re- 
interview sheet are not to be interviewed. Re-interview farms can be 
located either by means of the name and address appearing on the re-inter- 
view sheet or the tract number shown there and on the aerial photo or 
sketch used in April. These photos and sketches are included with your 
maps.
